_ WASHINGTON, Dec. 7:—Lawyers for the National Association for the Advanves 
ment of Colored People today began their argument. before the U.S. Supreme Court to 
abolish school segregation. Flanked by. a battery of some of the best legal experts in the 


questi6ns of law to which it asked 
both sides to address themselves. 


In its briefs, and in the oral ar- 
gument today, the NAACP chose 
the third question, as to whether 
the Supreme Court has the power 
under the 14th Amendment to 
abolish segregation, as the founda- 
tion of its case. 

Robinsgn* traced the legal de- 
velopment of the states’ segrega- 
tion laws back to the notorious 
black codes of the pre-Civil War 
period, showing that it was the 
express purpose of the 14th/ presen 
Amendment to ban these laws. 

Marshall, who spoke following 
the-dunch period, cited legal cases 
to. prove tha Fre high court has 
not only the Hey but the respon- 


‘sibility to abolish segregation in 


the nation’s public schools. The 
jimcrow states were represented by

NeweYork attorney John Davis.

THE GREAT demonstration of solidarity on the part | 


of 20,000 workers of the newspaper crafts, by the mere 


observance of the picket lines of the strikin ' photo-engrav- 
est level of unity yet 


ersfi is unquestionably the highest 
achieved of the printing crafts, It will lift the morale of 
unionism in the ublishing field everywhere in the coun- 
try and help reverse the trend of recent years of continual 
defensive struggle against the Taft-Hartley tactics of the 
publishers. 

But the printing trades have still a long way to go to 
be able to face the tight monopoly of the employers. Each 
of the crafts. bargains separately with the powerful pub- 
lishers, and their pacts do not even expire simultaneously. 
Most of the crafts are members of the AFL’s Allied Print. 
ing Trades Council, but that body does not bargain for 
them as do the AFL's Building Trades Councils or federa- 
_tive_bodies in other industries. 


The unions in the oil industry, CIO, AFL and inde- 

pendent, have given the labor movement in the past, two 

years a fine example of a coalition for united action—a 
Shalition that has paid off, in wage increases. 


These combinations or councils are in no way an in- 
fringement on the autonomous Tights. of the respective af- 
filiates. They negotiate either “master contracts” or com- 
mon basic issues which the locals implement in finalized 
negotiations. But they 
nearly matches the type displayed ro the powerful pub- 
lisher monopolies. 


Regardless of the outcome of the newspaper eer: 


the publishing unions throughout the country will be im 
pressed by "this question: If the workers have found it 
_ Mlecessary on occasions to unite for mutual benefits, then 
why not have a united body to serve as a permanent shield 
for ‘the workers of the publishin g trades?

“most inhuman brutalities of all 
time” (the words might have 
been those of Ridgway in the 
Potter hearings Wednesdav') 
against Germans. And all of this 
testimony is presented. in the 
vernacular, as the statements of 
ordinary men and women. A 
very convincing document! 
- Yet, the pictures were ob- 
viously those of anti-Nazi victims 
of the Gestapo’s concentration 
camp tortures. The testimony 
was faked. The witnesses were 
processed. The whole thing was 
a sham used. to imflame the 
hatred of the. German people 
against the Poles, so as to justify 
the Hitler of extermi- 
nating the Polish nation. And 
for six interminably long years, 
the Nazis carried out that«pro- 
gram of extermination, imported
